CINCINNATI m —The air force has deliv ered perhaps its most so­ 
bering warning that Ru ssian air dev elopment has reached the dang er 
point, and that U, S. indu stry mu st emphasize research if it is to k eep 
ahead of the potential enemy . 
The notice cam e Thu rsday nig ht 
from Gen. Thomas D. White, v ice 
chief of staff, in a talk before 5 00 
g u ests at a dinner mark ing the u n­ 
v eiling of Genera] Electric Co., 
plans to bu ild near here a 20-mil­ 
lion-dollar facility for the testing 
of su personic airplane eng ines. 
Already a General Electric en­ 
g ine, the J79 , is being u sed for the 
nation’s first su personic bomber, 
the Conv air B5 8 , and for the Lock ­ 
heed su personic fig hter, the F102, 
which is believ ed capable of v eloci­ 
ties almost twice the speed of 
sou nd. 
White accu sed the Ru ssian Com­ 
mu nists of hav ing "lied, cheated 
and stolen their way throu g h his­ 
tory ." 


And now, he said, the Reds hav e 
“almost closed the air power g ap, 
. . . in airplane after airplane 
they are approaching u s in q u ality 
and su rpassing u s in q u antity . . . 
and presently are beating u s at 
ou r own g am e—produ ction." 
"We believ e we hav e a better 
Air Force," said White, g rimly .

Ho w Yo u Ca n Find Answers to Queries

Every year as taxpaying time 
comes round the Revenue Service 
is b omb arded with questions from 
millions of taxpayers puzzled b y 
the ins and outs of the income tax 
law as applied to their particular 
Income. 
The Revenue Service has b een 
keeping track of the questions, to 
find out what are the most fre­ 
quent queries, Iii this and the fol­ 
lowing article are answers to ques­ 
tions on the 20 sub jects which ap­ 
parently b other the ordinary in­ 
come taxpayer the most. 
You can find more com prehen­ 
sive answers to these questions in 
the instructions that come with 
your tax forms, under the general 
headings 
where 
these 
questions 
would fit. 
For instance, the sub ­ 
ject of the first question, having 
to do with income in some form 
other than 
money, 
is 
discussed 
in the instructions for Form 1040, 
the b asic tax form, on page 5, 
under the heading, “ What Income 
Is Taxed.”

Here are questions having to do 
aith IO sub jects apparently most 
troub ling to taxpayers. 
The an­ 
swers were supplied, like the ques­ 
tions. b v the Revenue Service: 
1. (Income in some form other 
than money) I helped m y b oss (or 
someone else) b uild his sum m er 
cottage, and he gave me a b each 
lot for m y work. 
Is that taxab le 
income? 
Yes, b ecause It was given to 
you for services you rendered, and 
is therefore not a gift. 
You report 
as income the fair m arket value 
of the lot. 
2. (Moving expenses) 
My 
e m ­ 
ployer transferred me from one 
town to another, and paid all my 
moving expenses to the transfer 
company. 
Is that expense money 
part of my salary—m y taxab le in­ 
come? 
It is if you requested the trans­ 
fer. 
It is not if the transfer was 
at your employer's order. 
3. (Sale of a home) I sold my 
residence, at a profit of $3,000 last 
June. 
I used the $15,000 I got for 
m y residence, including m y $3,000 
profit, to b uy a new residence in 
Decemb er.

Not in your case. In the sale and

CHICAGO <B - W alter H. Zinn, 
noted scientist and director of the 
Arg onne National L aboratory since 
it w as established in 1916, has re­ 
sig ned effectiv e Ju ne 30, a spokes­ 
m an for the laboratory said to­ 
day .

su bm itted on 
Jan. 27 in a letter to W. B. H arrell 
v ice president of the U niv ersity of 
Chicag o, which as priv ate contrac­ 
tor operates the laboratory , was 
accepted. 
The spokesm an disclosed Zirrn’s 
letter of resig nation and the letter 
from H arrell, who said the u niv er­ 
sity accepted the resig nation "w ith 
sincere reg ret becau se of the dis­ 
ting u ished leadership y ou hav e g iv ­ 
en to the laboratory ." 
Zinn, in his letter said he was 
resig ning "on the g rou nds that my 
tou r of du ty as director has been 
su fficiently 
long .” 
Cla im Disa g reement 
The W ashing ton Post and Tim es 
Herald said he resig ned following 
a policy disag reem ent, and had 
m ade hs intentions em phatic with 
a teleg ram sent to the Atomic En­ 
erg y Commission. 
Zinn is reg ard­ 
ed as the AEC’s top nu clear react­ 
or ex pert. 
He was not av ailable im m ediate­ 
ly for com ment. 
The new spaper said the heart of 
the disag reem ent concerns a com ­ 
mission decision to aw ard the con­ 
tract for perhaps th eW orld's l a r ­ 
g est rest-arch particle accelerator 
to Midwest U niv ersities R esearch 
Assn., (MURA) a nonprofit g rou p 
of 14 institu tions. 
Zinn had w anted 
the AEC to g iv e the contract to 
Arg onne. 
Zinn joined the M anna ttan Dis­ 
trict, which dev eloped the atom ic 
bomb, in 1942 a s a phy sicist in the 
U niv ersity of Chicag o m etallu rg i­ 
cal laboratories. 
In his letter of resig maUon, Zinn 
said that since becom ing director 
"th e nu clear reactor has acq u ired 
a v ital role in the defense of ou r 
cou ntry and also is the key stone of 
an indu stry w'holly dev oted to the 
peacefu l u se of nu clear energ y ." 
Zinn, w-ho is 49, said "this y ear is 
the

"A s y ou know the responsibil­
